If the adoption Is determined ad- 
visable, the court sanctions a pe- 
tltion of the foster parents, al- 
lowing them custody of the child.

In the event children are made 


available for adoption by being de- 
clared dependent and neglected, 
the court usually appoints a guar- 
dian such as an administrator of • 
children*' home.

youngster for adoption is in the 
jurisdiction of the home.

Communist Troops Ready 
To Attack Laos Capital

Report Advance Units Are 
Eight Miles From Key City 


SAIGON, Indochina—OB—French and Laotian defenders of Luang 


Prabang braced today for an "imminent" attack from the Communist- 
led Vietminh. The rebel invaders were reported within 25 milea of 
the royal Laotian capital on the banks of the Mekong river. 


French military sources 
here 


said small advance units of the 
Vietminh had probed^ to within 
eight miles of the royal seat, but 
the main rebel body was still sev- 
eral days' march away. 


King Vows Defense 


Laos' rheumatic old King Sisa- 


vang Vong vowed once more the 
city of 142,000 would be defended 
"until the end." He made the same 
pledge last spring when the Viet- 
minh invaded to within 12 miles of 
Luang Prabang, then withdrew 
without a major battle. 


This time there was every in- 


dication the fight would be joined. 


The Vietminh invaded Laos from 


the north early last week, sending 
at least a division through the 
jungles and down the valleys of 
the Hou and Suong rivers toward 
the capital. 


As the rebels advanced the 


French and. Laotian forces and 
many civilians withdrew under the 
cover*of intensive French air bom- 
bardment, leaving rice stocks 
burning behind them in an effort 
to destroy food the Red fighters 
need. 


Dig Shelters 


In Luang Prabang all able-bodied 


men were ordered to dig shelters 
against mortar fire and build de- 
fense works. Government workers 
were enlisted for civilian defense 
and firefighting work. 


The King's son. Prince Savang, 


in a public statement declared the 
fall of Luang Prabang to the Com- 
munist-led forces "would not only 
be a national catastrophe but 
would have enormous repercus- 
sions on world opinion." 


> "In defending Luang Prabang," 
he added, "we are • protecting the 
gateway to Thailand, Burma and 
all Southeast Asia."

Of Border Threat

that up to 100 Communists or for- 
mer Communists 
are sneaking 


across the Mexican border daily 
and a grave threat to security 
exists on both the Canadian and 
Mexican borders.

Molotov Hints of New 
German Unity 
Offer 


Will Submit 
Russian Plan 
Wednesday 


Meanwhile He^urns 
Blast on EDC; Calls 
It Plan for New War 
BERLIN (m— Soviet For- 


eign Minister V. M. Molotov 
told the Western foreign min- 
isters today he would submit 
to the Big Four conference 
Wednesday a new proposal 
on Germany and European 
security. 


The Russian gave no details of 


the plan. He dominated the day's 
session with a long, bitter attack 
on EDC and the proposed Euro- 
pean army, and called the West- 
ern policy a preparation for a new 
war. 


Raps EDC 


Molotov brushed aside Western 


contentions that EDC is actually a 
war preventive. 


His speech, with the translations, 


consumed an hour and a half of 
the four hour session, at which the 
Big Four agreed to meet again 
Wednesday on the seemingly dead 
German unification issue. This was 
done *tter the Soviet minister said 
he would offer some kind of a pro 
posal on it. 


A Western bid for the Soviet Un 


ion to prod Red China into an early 
Korean peace conference, mean- 
while was reported to have re 
ceived a cool reception from Mo- 
lotov. 


The four - hour secret session, 


first of the two-week-old confer- 
ence. p r o d u c e d a communique 
stating the four had agreed to take 
up the long-stalled Austrian inde 
pendence treaty by .Friday at the 
latest. Reports today were that 
this was about the only thing ac 
complished.'*

The conference swung back to 


public discussion of German uni- 
fication ' t o d a y with 
evidence 


mounting that it will end in a week 
or 10 days without producing any 
new East-West agreement of sub- 
stantial importance. 


The Western three are coming 


up to the new problem of how to 
break off the conference, since it 
is becoming more and more prob- 
able that nothing can be accom- 
plished.

Not Needed, 
Press Told 


War Going Along as 
Expected, He Says; 
No Use for A-Bomb 


WASHINGTON 
(IP)—Sec- 


retary of Defense Wilson said 
today he thought a military 
victory, rather than a nego- 
tiated peace, "would be per- 
haps both possible and prob- 
able" in the Indochina war. 


He was asked at a news con- 


ference whether he thought Indo- 
china, might become another Ko- 
rea. 


"I see no reason to think it will," 


Wilson replied. "The war is going 
along fully as well as we and the 
French expected it to at this 
stage." 


Not Necessary

asked 
whether 
ha 


thought aid to the Freuch in Indo- 
china would have to be stepped 
up above the present program. 


Wilson replied that he thought 


it was not necessary to "give aid 
at any higher level" at this time. 


The implication of his remarks, 


in relation to the question, waa 
that he saw no need for American 
forces to be sent to Indochina as 
they were to Korea. 


Wilson was asked directly wheth- 


er there was any intention of send- 
ing American pilots there. He said 
there was not. 


This question came against 
m 


background of published reports 
that the French desired American 
pilots for C119 "Flying Boxcar" 
transport planes. It was disclosed 
last week that substantial numbers 
of C119s have been lent to til* 
French. 


Contract Pilots 


In Hong Kong, an American- 


owned airline — Civil Air Trans- 
port—announced that some of its 
American pilots would fly the C1193 
under contract with the French. 


Also last week, the Defense De- 


partment announced it was send- 
ing seme B26 bombers and about 
200 more Air Force ground techni- 
cians to Indochina. Some 125 such 
technicians were reported to be 
there aready. 


There was a question then as to 


whether help could include 280 mil- 
limeter atomic cannon or tactical 
atomic bombs. 


Wilson said: 
•'That isn't anything I would ad- 


vocate at this time. I don't think 
that is the kind of a place to USA 
them and the people there don't 
know how to use them." 


The defense secretary's state- 


ment that he believes a military 
victory "both possible and prob- 
able" in Indochina was also in re- 
sponse to a question. 


Depends On Enemy 


Wilson qualified his statement by 


noting that of course it "always 
depends on what the enemy does 
and who shows up-as an enemy." 


Did that mean "if Red China 


moves in," a reporter asked. Wil- 
son replied that such an eventu- 
ality could mean "delay and a dif- 
ferent problem." 


The secretary was asked wheth- 


er the United States would expect 
to have any influence in efforts of 
France to negotiate a truce. He 
replied: 


"Well, they are friends of ours 


and we are friends of them.

would have a proper influence, but 
we certainly aren't trying to c ru- 
inate the business."

4. To be absolutely safe, urea 


must be thoroughly and carefullv 
mi\ea into the protein supplement. 
\i piesent 5 percent of urea in 
a supplement is the highest level 
that is recom mended At this lex el 
HIP urra would furnish the equiva- 
lent of 13 percent piotem.

Battle Over Swiss Watch 
Tariff Key to U.S. Policy 
Reciprocal Trade Agreement 
Challenged by U. S. Producers 


By SAM DAWSON 


NEW YORK (*>-Th« first round 


in this year's bitter tariff fight 
opens today. 


It's a grudge fight that has been 


going on for at least 20 years. It's 
over the pries and origin of the 
new watch you'd'like to buy for 
yourself or your child's graduation 
present. Or maybe the one your 
boss will buy for you after you've 
worked for him 50 years. 


The Tariff Commission is open- 


ing- hearings today on whether the 
present levy of around 37 per cent 
on imports of Swiss watches and 
watch movements should be hiked 
by 50 per cent. 


Injure Business 


Three American watch compan- 


ies, Elgin, Hamilton and Waltham, 
say that Swiss imports, which have 
mushroomed since World War II, 
injure their business — and by do- 
ing so are a threat to national 
security. 


They contend that only by main- 


taining a healthy American watch 
industry 
can 
watchmakers 
be 


trained, or retain their skills. In 
wartime thase skills must be used 
quickly to make precise electronic 
devices and delicate timing de- 
vices for missiles and machines of 
war. 


They argue they cannot compete 


with the Swiss, pricewise, because 
American skilled labor is So much 
more highly paid. Unless the tariff 
is raised they say they cannot 
compete and the U. S. industry, 
and skill, may lapse. 


Opposed to these three compa- 


nies are other watchmakers who 
depend more or less on the highly 
developed Swiss industry. 


Run U. S., Swiss Plants 


Some of them, like Bulova and 


Gruen, run plants in both the 
iJnited States and Switzerland. 


Others, like Longines-Wittnauer 


and Benrus, import Swiss watches 
and movements which they as- 
semble and distribute here. 


They admit they can produce 


more cheaply than the Americans 
but say thai in real wages (the 
food, clothing and shelter a man 
ran buy for what he's paid an 
hour) the difference between Swiss 
and American wage scales isn't as 
great as it seems. 


They deny they're a threat to 


the American industry under pres 
ent tariff levels. As an example, 
they point to the $10.75 duty paid 
on an imported 21-jewel watch, 
which gives the American compa^ 
nics a pood advantage. About half 
of the American output lies in this 
field, the Swiss say. 


The importers also argue that 


their technicians in. this country 
are highly trained, too. and furnish 
fc. big pool of skilled labor for use 
In wartime. They say that in the 
last war their defense contracts 
totalled 70 million dollars. 


Think Of Consumer 


And of course the importers 


make much of their contention that 
jhu American consumer will be the 
real one to get hurt if the duty 
goes up. 
• They contend they can produce 
the lower - priced jeweled - move- 
ment watches economically and 
that American wage scales mean 
that U. S. companies can't. If the 
duty goes higher, the importers 
argue, it won't mean so much that 
rnore American watches are sold 
is that the price of watches will 
rise. 


Beyond the question of price and 


defen.se skills in one industry is 


the general one of U. S. policy on 
world trade, tariffs and protection. 


drawn-out .watch tariff battle may 
set the pattern for all the others 
to come this year. 


The Swiss say they ship 30 per 


cent of their jeweled watch prod 
ucts here. In 1952 the total return 


to the Swiss was 58 million dollars. 


Get 15 Cents 


A f t e r American assemblers, 


makers of cases and watch bands, 
jewelers and others got through 
with them, the retail value was 
350 million dollars. The Swiss thus 
got 15 cents and the Americans 


And many observers think the long 85 cents of each $1 of retail sales. 


And Switzerland says it needs 


this 15 cents because it buys more 
goods each year from the United 
States than we buy from it. The 
watch business is a top item in 
the Swiss trade set-up.

Sometimes an Open Break Is 


Better Than Compromise 


The art of compromise is the art of politics. Men who 


urge compromise most often are men of moderation, seek- 
ing to avoid the kind of civil combat that follows when ex- 
tremists move to their last-ditch positions. 


The motivations which generally lead men to propose 


compromise are thus admirable. They constitute perhaps 
the most forceful element in the making of rational govern 
ment. The compromisers are counsellors of sanity, and of 
emotional calm. 
Leaders who do not have this talent in some degree sel- 


dom linger long in the seats of power. Their rigid, inflexible 
adherence to principle renders them largely incapable of pro- 
ductive action in a world of wide-ranging viewpoints. General 
De Gaulle is a prime example. He was useful only in the 
extremes of war, when many differences were submerged in 
the great common cause. 


Yet the vital worth of compromise as a solvent of vio- 


lent passions should not blind us to its limitations. Not 
every principle and every issue can be the proper subject of 
compromise.

For example, in the truce negotiations in Korea, there 


was no sensible way to compromise our insistence that un- 
repatnated prisoners be given their freedom if they did not 
want to go home. Stooping to the absurd, we could have 
suggested, in the manner of a divorce court judge, that the 
prisoners spend six months in free territory and six under 
Communist rule. The patent foolishness of this notion high- 
lights the strict limits of compromise on the issue. 


Similarly, in domestic politics and government, the coun- 


try s interest is not always served by merging opposite view- 
points in some sort of half-and-half arrangement. 


For instance, let us suppose a movement developed in 


congress for certain controls on book publishing on the 
theory that this would help check the spread of Communist 
propaganda. Let us assume, too, that the movement gains 
considerable support.

The protection of freedom of speech in the Constitution 


is flat and clear. Speech is either free or it is not. To be 
sure, the courts and the laws will not let one man libel or 
slander another and will not let men incite others to riot or 
advocate the overthrow of this government. But all these 
abuses of free speech must be proved against specific indi- 
viduals at specific times and places. The courts accept no 
general prohibition against writing or speaking freely. 


Consequently, there could be no compromise with a pro- 


posed law which would provide such a general ban. Under 
our accepted Constitutional fundamentals, it would be a clear 
case of right and wrong. Neither the nation nor the Ameri- 
can individual would be helped by a compromise whiqh 
merely served to keep political extremists from each other's 
throats. 


There are those among us who think compromise fits 


all occasions, who imagine that the worst can befall us in an 
open break between large contending factions. But our his- 
tory suggests that sometimes an open break and an unyield- 
ing fight is not only the best but the only way to preserve 
our free system. 


The Good Earth 


Debate over the nation's future soil fertility is complex, 


and there is no intent here to embrace the whole subject. 


We would just like to note that a Connecticut soil scien- 
tist added a bright ray of hope recently for those who have 
felt that we were doomed to steadily diminishing returns 
from thinning, tired, eroded soil. 


The scientist showed that Connecticut and some other 


New England states have in a long, gradual process built 
originally weak soils to a point where they are now among 
the most productive in the country. Farmers achieve this by 
putting into the soil more nutrient material than they take 
out through the growth of crops. 


In consequence, Connecticut's income per acre of land 


in farms tops all the states, and is nearly four times that of 
Iowa, celebrated heart of the farm belt.

Kell became at 25 a professor 
at London's august Royal Academy 
of Music He early attracted the 
attention of Sir Thomas Beecham, 
was asked to join the London Phil- 
harmonic in 1932. He toured Bel- 
gium, France and Germany with 
Beecham, and in 1939 played under 
Toscanmi at the famous Lucerne 
Festival

essential to morale that it pre 
vented his volunteering, kept him 
at work before BBC microphones. 


After 20 years of playing with 


every major orchestra, Kell be- 
came dissatisfied with what seemed 
to h:m the monotony of that kind of 
work. "When you have to play the 
same Beethoven symphony six dif- 
ferent ways under six different con- 
durtnrs it gets pretty trying," he 
Bays.

This has placed a great respon< 


sibility upon the church, said Rev. 


nity house Monday. "The first is Markwald, because it is aware of 
the problem of human beings, the 
second is the general results of 
war, and the third is the tradition- 
al construction of the church it- 
self." 


Rev. Markwald is pastor of St. 


Paul's Lutheran church in Na- 
chusa. He arrived in this country 
in February, 1948. His mother, 
father and one brother live in the 
western sector of Berlin. He visit- 
ed them last summer and fall, 
where he had opportunity to ob- 
serve many of the present trend* 
taking place in that city. 


The human problem is intensi- 


fied by the large number of refu- 
gees, the Nachusa pastor stated. 
At the present time almost one- 
fourth of the population of Western 
Germany is in this class. The

its social responsibility. Up until 
1950, 
160,000 tons of food and over 


1,000,000 Care packages had been 
distributed by the church and Red 
Cross from the United States. This 
has been of great help. 


There are many evidences of 


heroic sacrifice, he pointed out. 
Many members of the church who 
shared in the distribution of three 
or four thin slices of bread, a thin 
piece of butter and one or two 
slices of sausage were ready to 
give the first slice of what they 
received to the less fortunate. 


Causes Poverty 


The war has caused a general 


poverty of the people and the de- 
struction of many churches. No 
new pastors were trained for ap- 
proximately 13 years. Practically 
no new members were added in 
that time. Many pastors of ad- 
vanced age are attempting to car- 
ry on the work and find it very 
difficult to rebuild the churches. 


"The only way out," said Rev. 


Markwald, "is to educate a new 
generation ,of the value of God. 
This will require a great effort on 
the part of the church." 


Traditionally there has always 


been a tie between the church and 
state. This presented an opportu- 
nity as long as there were good, 
Christian rulers. However, with the 
coming of a dictator, the picture 
was changed overnight. These tra- 
ditional ties served to destroy the 
interest of layment in the church. 
Everyone expected the church to 
depend upon the government for 
its support. Today, in East Ger- 
many especially, it is impossible 
for the church to serve Christian 
interests that may be in conflict 
with government policy. 


Gives Example 


In the town of Stalinstadt, which 


is in the eastern sector, a com- 
pletely new modern city has been 
built. No provision whatever is 
made for the church, nor is one 
permitted within the confines of 


the city itself. This is to serve as 
a pattern for all cities that are 
built or rebuilt in the eastern zone. 


What has been called an "evan- 


geliumswagen" has been establish- 
ed in many localities to meet these 
problems. A traveling pastor, liv- 
ing in a trailer, parks in any 
available space and sets up a 
small tent, Rev. Markwald ex- 
plained. 
Through these 
small 


meeting places, remnants of Chris- 
tian education are kept alive. 


The speaker expressed the feel- 


ing that in spite of many problems, 
much good will come to the 
church. Primarily there is a re- 
awakening of lay interest and a 
revival of evangelistic fervor that 
has not been present in the past, 
he concluded.

found three bodies. 


The six rescued men talked free- 


ly with newsmen at nearby Elmen- 
dorf Air Force Base. They were 
hospitalized at the 5005th Air Force 
Hospital at Elmendorf after being 
flown to safety. 


All six were suffering exposure, 


shock and various cuts and bruises. 


Here is what they told newsmen: 
Airman 1/c Edward J. Fox, 22,

"We seemed to hit a down draft 


and the next tiling I knew I found 
myself in the air. I looked down 
and saw the plane and some of 
the other guys flying underneath 
me. I pulled the cord on my para- 
chute and landed."

"A heavy turbulence seemed to 


tear the plane apart. I remember 


hurting through space and pulling 
my chute Cord.

"There was a terrific down draft 


and then an explosion at one side 
and the plane seemed to open up. 
Then I found myself flying through 
the air."

"All of a sudden the plane 


dropped hard and then came back 
up again. I heard an explosion and 
found myself in the air." 


Airman 2/c Edward W. Olson, 


20, Elkadef, Iowa, who was dozing 
at the time, said he awoke to find 
himself sailing through the air. 


Airman 1/c Bobby Sallis, 21, 


West Helena,-*Ark., said he found 
himself projected suddenly into the 
air after "the plane just disinte- 
grated."

LaDuke, Sallis and Montgomery 


were picked up at the site of the 
wrecked plane. They had joined 
after reaching the ground and 
walked 
through snow to 
the 


smashed craft for arctic survival 
gear and food rations. 


The other three were spotted 15 


miles from the wreckage. 


Both trios constructed make- 


shift shelters and huddled together 
Friday night in below-freezing tem- 
peratures awaiting dawn and res- 
cue. 


How Government Determines 
Number of Employed, Jobless 


By JAMES MARLOW 


WASHINGTON (ffi— 
One of the 


best thermometers for showing the 
state of the nation's economy is 
the government's figures on the 
number of people employed and 
jobless. 


Every month the figures are col- 


lected by the Bureau of Labor sta- 
tistics and the Census Bureau. The 
BLS does it by mail and the 
Census Bureau by knocking on 
doors. The two agencies work in- 
dependently. 


BLS surveys don't include farm- 


ers, domestic workers, the self- 
employed and unpaid fmaily work- 
ers. The Census Bureau takes in 
practically everybody. 


Employers Cooperate 


The BLS has an arrangement 


with about 155,000 employers who 
send in every month a report on 
the number of people on their pay- 
rolls. These 
employers include 


from steel mills, auto plants, 
mine's, 
banks, 
insurance 
com- 


panies, railroads, gas and electric 
companies, street car lines and 
even beauty parlors and the gov- 
ernment itself. 


Once a month, in the week con- 


taining the eighth day of the 
month, the Census Bureau sends 
300 paid people around to 25,000 
homes in 68 counties, including the 
country's 21 largest metropolitan 
areas. These enumerators cover 
an estimated 48,000 individuals 14

In the same week 
of 1953 the figures were: employ- 
ed,

unemployed, 1,- 


900,000. 


On those figures the total num- 


ber of people employed in January, 
1954, is 1,022,000 fewer than a year 
ago, the total number of unem- 
ployed has increased only 459,000. 


The Census Bureau's explana- 


tion : A number of people who were 
employed a year ago but aren't 
now are not looking for jobs now 
so they can't be considered un- 
employed. 


Both agencies have a guide for

been declared a distressed area 
with "substantial" unemployment.

ed the Michigan metropolis to a 
list of 20 other major cities and 
31 smaller communities with more 
than six per cent of their labor 
forces out of work. 


The department acted on the 


basis of a special study by th'e 
Michigan Employment S e c u r i t y 
Commission which reported 107,- 
000 jobless in the Detroit area in 
mid-January. This is 7.1 per cent 
of the civilian labor force there. 


The Michigan commission re- 


ported that 15,000 automotive work- 
ers had been released in th'e past 
30 days.

Auto Workers president, had asked 
for the survey after Detroit was 
left off the Labor department's 
most recent list of 
distressed 


areas, although it reported un- 
employment at 6.2 per cent.

Suffipient warn- 
ing, they claimed, would have en- 
abled them to move the property 
to safer locations. 


The Appeals Court, in its ruling 


filed Monday, found that the gov- 
ernment was not liable in that the 
information service on flood fore- 
casts supplied by the Weather Bu- 
reau Is a governmental function 
Intended for the public at large 
and for wholly government pur- 
poses. 


The court ruled Weather Bureau 


forecasts were a government func- 
tion because there is no private 
business counterpart.
